1. The replacement drawings were received on January 29, 2010. These drawings are hereby 
approved. 

2. The additional art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Each of the three Landry et al. references discloses a combination oven/refrigerator including 
a refrigeration module comprising a compressor, evaporator, and base {see Figures 12-14 and paragraphs 
[0037]-[0038]} and is very relevant although the Landry et al. do not constitute prior art because each of 
these was filed on November 19, 2003, whereas the instant application has a filing date of October 15, 
2001. 

3. Claims 1 through 26 are allowed. Refer to the decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences mailed on January 26, 2009, which overturned the examiner's prior art rejections of the 
claims.
